eight months one plant will produce 65,000 more, and 
the only natural enemies it has are freezing weather and 
salt water, 

It wasn't long before water-flow in rivers and canals was 
slowed by half. Streams, and ditehes were clogged completely. 
Their oxygen cut off, most fish except for mudfish and gars, died 
off, Fish camps and tourist spots closed up. Transportation on 
many rivers and canals just ceased. In 1949 the State Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission estimated that hyacinths had cost 
this state $10 million in that one year alone, 
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. It. wasn't long 
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Dr, William J, Buck, after a professional visit to Mr. Covell 
at Okeolanta, walking across the 60 foot canal on hyacinths, 


Hyacinths used to form jams on which you could walk dry 
footed. АЎ Не Сһойёп locks I saw Hans and Fritz Stein and a 
Seminole, while standing on Һу ав, ріск up a dugout canoe 
and shove it on top of the plants into the locks.
